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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' paper file 12/29/10 identifies an elected species wherein the A 
members yielded a pyridine ring. According to the restriction requirement set forth by 
the Examiner, the elected compound falls in Group I. Group II is drawn to pyrimidine 
and Group III is drawn to triazines. However, Applicants decided not to elect a Group. 
Applicants argue that the technical feature of the three Groups is the same. The 
Examiner disagrees because pyridines, diazines and triazines all differ in there aromatic 
nitrogen count causing each to differ in chemical and physical properties. The difference 
in aromatic nitrogen count between the moeties leads to technical feature differences. It 
is requested that Applicants elect Group I or Group II or Group II in response to this 
communication. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 ,3-9,1 1-17 and 19, drawn to atriazole (should be triazine) compound 
of formula I. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-1 7 and 19, drawn toadiazole (should be pyrimidine) compound of 
formula I. 

Group III, claim(s) 1 ,3-9,1 1 -1 7 and 1 9, drawn to a pyridine compound of formula I. 

If Applicants elect Group I or Group II, it is requested that Applicants identify a 
single species to represent Group I or Group II. If Applicants elect Group III, the elected 
species has already been identified in the paper filed 12/29/10.
